Brush Fire Season 
Starts With Rush 


The brush fire season started in 
full force last week with a rush of 
brush, grass and rubbish fires 
breaking out in all sections of the 
town. 

There were four alarms last 
Thursday, 1] Friday, four Satur- 
day and three Sunday. Monday’s 
rain put an end to the fires for 
some time and also eased the 
forest fire hazard in other parts of 
the state where numerous forest 
fires had been in progress. 

The local firemen were really on 
the jump Friday afternoon. Appara- 
tus from the central station 
answered two calls to North An- 
dover fires during which time 
other alarms were received, and 
for a short time one piece from 
Tewksbury came here to cover in. 

During the afternoon fire des- 
troyed the barn of William Deyer- 
mond in the rear of 63 High st. 
Damage was estimated at $2500. 

The interior of the structure and 
several garden tools were des- 
troyed but an automobile was 
driven to safety by the owner. The 
fire, believed to have been started 
by sparks from burning rubbish, had 
gained good headway before the 
department arrived but firemen 
kept the blaze from spreading to 
the nearby house.
